Rhododendrons require little care after they become established except 
possibly, some judicious pruning to keep them full and bushy, and yet 
they yield the loveliest flowers in early June or late May. They grow best 
in alight, somewhat acid soil, which is moist but well-drained. (They dis- 
like “wet feet’’.) They do well in shade or partial sun and sometimes, un- 
less protected in Winter, they may suffer some burning in windy areas.
